ALLIANCE, O., March 28.—It was the in- 


tention ofthe leaders of the Commonweal 
Army to break camp about 8 o’clock to-day, 
but the start was delayed until near 9 
o’clock. The next camp, Salem, O., is dis- 
tant thirteen miles. The #tinerary plan was 
for the army to reach that point at 2 0’clock, 
but the roads are very rough after the 
severe freeze of last night, which might 
cause some delay in the march. 

Recruits came into the camp here, which 
swelled the marching force to the num- 
ber of about 200, all told. 

The soldiers passed a comparatively com- 
fortable night, with plenty of fresh straw for 
bedding, and when the reveille sounded this 
morning they appeared cheerful and en- 
thusias tic. 

Camp fires were soon blazing and the fra - 
grant smell of boiling coffee and frying ham 
filled the air. Pork and bacon fried and siz- 
led over the hot embers, and men with great 
hunks of bread stood byto sopupthe hot 
gravy as it accumulated inthe pans. It was 
not ‘unlike the scenes about thousands of 
camp firesinthe South more than a quarter 


| of a century ago. 


Food is plenty thus far, and as long as the 
men have all they want to eat and fairly com- 
fortable quarters in which to pass the nights 
there will be little incentive to raid the hen- 
roosts, pig pens and sheep folds of the farm- 
ers along the line of march. | 8 

A curious crowd assemdied about the camp 
to witness the manner of life which was 30 
quickly taken up by some who are new to 
soldiering, and. otliers whose aimless lives 
have been devoted to getting all the com- 
fort possible outot existence without earn- 
ing it by the sweat of their brow. 

Quite a number of boysand men accompa- 
nied the army on its advance to see more of 
the novelty, Buta mile or two of tramping 
satisfied them. 


The start from Alliance was made with 198 
menin line by actual count, including the 
self-appointed officers. At the time of leav- 
ing the place for the noon bivouac had not 
been decided upon, but it was agreed a stop 


would be made when hunger overtook the 


crowd.

Sunshine and smile} greeted the army at

He folded the 
aper at the division of the columns, folded 
t neatly at this backbone, dexterously tore 
it asunder, and handeda half sheet, with 
its single column of twenty names, to coun- 
selon each side. Then the Pollard side and 
the Breckinridge side were allowed to 
scratch out four names each. If each side 
had struck out different names, exactly 
twelve would have remained. But there was 
one.man objectionable to both sides, and 
canceiled by both. All the otaer scratches 
were different, but this agreement left an 
uniucky thirteen, one jury man too many.

Bauerfeind 
asked: Who's there ““ and the officer re- 
plied: Emma. Immediately the 
plank was lifted from the door, the 
key was turned in the lock and the officer 
entered the room and found the two girls 
seated in chairs. He took them tothe Four 
Courts and placed them in the hold-over. 


HARRIGAN THROWS HIM OUT. 

This morning Bauerfeind was brought de- 
fore Chief Harrigan, ana he stated that one 
night about ten days ago, while drunk, he 
met Annie Grimes and Emma Rickaby in the

‘They are part of 
a crowd of youthful females who 
are wont to gather in an old teed 
store on Lucas avenue, between 
Twenty-first and Iwenty second streets, 
almost every night, and there they meet a 
crowd of boys and young men and rush the 
can and hold highcarnival. Chief Harrigan 
thought the girls would corrupt the inmates 
of the House of Good Shepherd, and 
decided to give their guardians another 
chance to reform them, None of 
them showed any desire to inculpate 
Bauerfeind and this in addition to their bad 
reputations, prevented the police sending 
Bauerfeind to court.

Representative Boatner is rightin his 
determination to fight the transfer of his 
Pacific Railroad resolution from the 
Judiciary to the Pacific Roads Committee 
as a move of the enemy. 

The struggle over the commitment of 
the resolutions is clearly between the 
Pacific Railroad rascals andthe people, It 
is really the decisive battle. No one can 
doubt that the reference of the resolutions 
tothe Pacific Railroad Committee would 
be the end of it. That committee 
has been the grave of effectual legislation 
to recover the moneys stolen through the 
Pacific roads. The issue isas clear now as 
if the fight were over the resolutions 
themselves on the floor, and if the House 
yields to the demand @f Chairman Reilly 
that action may be taken as the triumph 
of the plunder lobbv. 

This struggle in the House points the 
way for the Senate to accomplish redeem- 
ing work. It should keep Senator Brice’s 
clutches off the resolution by referring it 
to the Judiciary or some other com- 
mittee besides the Pacific Railroad Com- 
mittee, of which Brice is Chairman. 
Brice is Chairman also of the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee of the Union Pacific and 
has profited richly by manipulation of 
Union Pacific securities. To give him 
charge of the Boatner resolution would be 
to consent to its suppression. Every Senator 
knows this and knows that submission 
to the dictation of Brice in this matter 
would be a scandalous yielding to Pacific 
railroad influences, The specious plea of 
courtesy and custom cannot be accepted in 
a matter of such vital import as this 
resolution. 

The truth is the existence of committees 
in the Senate and House forthe special 
consideration of Pacific Railroad legisla- 
tion has been an opportunity for the ras- 
cals to concentrate their work and in flu- 
ence where they will do the most. The rec- 
ordof these committees and the position of 
Brice at this critical time show how po- 
tent this work and influence have been for 
the benefit of the plunderers.

Chief Harrigan struck the keynote of

Every unenforced law on the statute 
book is a positive influence for evil. It is 
a nucleus around which law-breaking com- 
binations gather and it breeds popular 
contempt for all law. A law which is not 
enforced isa bulwar k of lawlessness and 
if it cannot be enforced it had better be re- 
pealed. : 

The chief mistake of preachers who 
form law and order lesgues and 
start law enforcement movements is 
that they do not distinguish 
between essential evils and things that are 
mere matters of opinion. They invoke 
the police power indiscriminately to put 
down vice and control the conduct of the 
people in accordance with their views of 
what is right. 

However good an object Sunday rest 
from labor may be, to mix a demand for 
the religious observance of Sunday witha 
demand for the suppression of vice 
operates merely to weaken the latter with 
the mass of people who hold the right to 
observe Sunday as they please. 

All effectual law is a reflection of public 
sentiment. The Sunday closing law in 


‘this city is a dead letter, because it meets 


he indifference and opposition of the mass 
of people, and being a dead letter its in- 
fluence is vicious, because it is a nucleus 
for law-breaking combinations for the 
protection of violators of law. 

The truth is that experience has shown 
that the law is practically powerless 
as an instrument of moral regenera- 
tion. Education and the appeal 
to the conscience are the only 
effectual means of social elevation. All 
that ‘can be expected of law 
is the preservation of order and 
outward decorum and the protection 
of society from wrongful aggressions con- 
demned by the masses of citizens. The

The Boatner resolution in the Union 
Pacific case will at least bring out the 
tacts by precipitating a discussion. The 
Union Pacific ring and Brice and Olney 
‘dread nothing so much as a thorough ex- 
posure of the real truth. Once let this out 
and public sentiment will quickly organ- 
‘me against the thieves. 

Hitherto the ring has conducted its op- 
erations behind a cloud of dust which it 
kicks up at thecritical moment. In 1878 
Atty.-Gen. MasVeagh brought a suit for 
accounting, but this was dismissed by the 
Supreme Court on account of technical 
defects. At the same time, however, 
the Court pointed out how the action 
might be brought to insure recovery on 
the Government claim. But since that 
time the law officers of the Government 
have seen fit to let the case sleep, and in 
Congress it has been carefully concealed 
by the Pacific Railroads Committee, 
which moves in a mysterious way. 

The Government will never get a dollar 
of its money while the corrupting influ- 
ence of the ring pervades all departments. 
Besides a strong contingent in the House, 
the guilty men are ably represented 
bythe Chairman of the Pacific Railroads 
Committee in the Senate and several other 
Senators who have been retained to guard 
the railroad interest. Of the Attorney- 
General nothing can be expected except 
strenuous opposition to an honest settle- 
mentin the people’s interest. Whatever 
the law in the case may be every means 
will be used by the clever rogues and their 
servants in public office to defeat the pur- 
pose of the movement and retain the 
plunder. 

But after all, the money is the smallest 
part of the gain to be had by a thorough 
exposure. The people have been sluggish 
in this case because of its complexities. 
It is hard to understand and a eonnected, 
clearly told story has never been pub- 
lished. When this is done it will be 
a great gain asa warning against future 
conspiracies. The men who have plun- 
dered the Government will at least be 
marked for public condemnation. We 
shall no longer be obliged to fight in the 
dark, and if any money is recovered it will 
be as so much found. 
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EVANGELIST SAM JONES says of Congress:

Female Doctors in City Hospitals. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch *- 

The question of admitting female physi- 
clans to practice in the city hospital has been 
agitated considerably within the past few 
days, and I feel impelled, as a broad minded 
citizen and the fatherof daughters, to give 
my viewson that matter. These women will 
practice almost exclusively among members 
of their own sex after graduation, and since, 
lam told, but few women patients are ad- 
mitted tothe City Hospital, but sent tothe 
Female Hospital, Ishould think they would 
desire admittance to the latter. 
There would be fewer objections to urge 


against them practicingatthe Female than 
atthe City Hospital. Infact, from a moral 
standpoint, they should not be admitted to 
the Oity Hospital at all and I do not see how 
any truly modest or moral women would 
want to practise there. Ihe patients are 
mostly men, as I said before, and some of the 
diseases they would be called upon to treat 
and operations they mustof necessity per- 
form, quite frequently in the presence of the 
Superintendent or male assistants, no truly 
moral woman would door even think of ask- 
ing to do. Then there is the clinics— 
why, it is core to bring the blush 

shame to very woman’s face 
to even think of the things they would be re- 
quired to dointhe presence of hundreds of 
male students every day. In the interest of 
morality, public decency and of the very 
reputations even of these female medical 
students the Board of Health should refuse 
them admission to the City Hospital. If they 
must Lave hospital practice in order to com- 
plete their education, let them have it at 
the Female Hospital, where they would only 
have their own sex to deal With.

Crop Conditions. 


Reports are increasing of damage to winter 
wheat, and the crop situation appears to be even 
more serious than the trade generally expected it to 
be as the effect of the recent severe freeze luves- 
tigation by parties throughout the country reveals 
damage beyond any one’s idea in Southern sections. 
It weuld appear that more wheat was jointed in these 
lower latitudes than was asserted heretofore, and 
all this wheat is badly hurt ift not killed. Further 
nortb, wherethe crop was not 80 far advaneed, 
damage wasapperentiy slight, though from Kansas 
come reports of high windsand of dry weather in- 
jury.
